In his letter the Mayor incidentally ad- 
vocates a change in the Rapid Transit 
Commission by which vacancies occurring 
after 1910 shall be filled by appointment 
by the Mayor, and Commissionerships 
shall not be for life, thus changing the 
self-perpetuating character of the board. 
He asks further that the powers of city 
authorities for dealing with city railroads 
be increased. 

“If the Legislature will thus strengthen | 
the hand of the city,”’ he says, “I believe | 
that many of the present difficulties in 
dealing with these corporations and most 
of the dangers resulting from the concen- 
tration of the control of the transit facili- 
ties of the city will disappear.”’ 

Here is the Mayor's letter in full: 


THE MAYOR’S LETTER. 
Feb. 26, 1906. 
Hon. Horace White, Chairman Committee 
on Cities, 
The Senate, Albany, N. Y. 

Sir: I have the honor to offer for the 
consideration of your Committee the fol- 
lowing statement of my views regarding | 
certain questions involved in’Senate Bill 
No. 8, introduced by Senator Elsberg, 
commonly known as the “ Elsberg Rapid 
Transit Bill.””’ The exceptional gravity of 
these questions is my justification for 
departing from my usual practice of not 
discussing measures under consideration 
by the Legtsiature.in advance of their 
stibmission to me for action as Mayor. 

As I understand it, the basic feature of | 
the proposed legislation, which has been 
present in the Elsberg Rapid Transit bill 
in every form which it has taken, is the 
repeal of the provision of the Rapid 
Transit act which requires that no rapid} 
transit line shall be constructed except 
under a contract which provides not only 
for its construction, but for its equip- 
ment and operation. Stated in other 
words the ‘proposition is that the Rapid | 
Transit Commission shall be relieved from | 
its present disability of not being able | 
to use the funds of the city for the con- 
struction of a new rapid transit line until 
it has secured a tenant who is willing to | 
equip and operate it upon terms accept- | 
able to the city. | 

Equally important is the question 
whether the Rapid Transit Commission, | 
having been relieved from the disability | 
above mentioned, should be free, acting | 
with the approval of the Board of Esti- | 
mate and Apportionment, to determine in 
each case as it arises, whether the same | 
contract shall provide for the censtruc- | 
tion, equipment, and operation of a new 
subway line, or whether the separation of 
the contract for equipment and operation 
from the contract for construction shall 
be compulsory. The advocates of the lat- 
ter view apparently concede that its adop- 
tion. by the Legislature will almost inevi- 
tably lead to the municipal operation of 
rapid transit lines; indeed, that ultimate 
result seems to be the chief object which 
they have in view in advocating what 
may be termeu the extreme form of the 
Blsberg bill. The discussion of this legis- 
lation, accordingly, involves the subject of 
municipal operation in its most concrete 
form. 

City’s Finances Inadequate. 

I am in favor of all legislation which 
increases the powers of the local authori- 
ties, which, in other words, extends the 
principle of home rule. I am opposed to 
all legislation which either directly or in- 
directly seeks to limit the powers of the 
local authorities. I am in favor of legis- 
lation which permits the city to resort to 
municipal operation of rapid transit lines 
in case of need. I am opposed to legisla- 
tion intended to compel the city to em- 
bark upon municipal operation. 

As I have stated publicly on more than 
one occasion, I do not favor extending 
the field of municipal operation of public 
utilities in New York City, except 


the reasonable needs of the people of the 
city upon fair terms. I accordingly re- 


gard as objectionable legislation which | 


either compels the city to engage in the 


municipal operation of rapid transit lines | 


or which so hampers the public authori- 
ties in securing the investment of private 
capital in rapid transit lines that munici- 
pal operation will become the only prac- 
tical means of meeting the city’s needs 
for additional rapid transit facilities. 
Apart from the general objections to 
the radical extension of municipal opera- 
tion to public utilities of large cities, 
which are too familiar to call for restate- 
ment at this time, there are objections,

In the arrest late last night of an ex- 
pensively dressed and jewel-bedecked wo- 
man who confessed, according to the 
police, that she had robbed the Hotel 
St. Regis of linen worth several hundred 
dollars, Police Headquarters detectives 
declare they have a female Jekyll and 
Hyde who has had a remarkable experi- 
ence, 

The woman was arrested by Detective 
Sergeants Oppenheim, Dowling, and Ly- 
ons in the five-story apartment house at 
225 West Eighty-third Street, near Brodd- 
way, which she has leased for some time 
under the name of Mrs. Caroline M. 
Flauer. She occupies expensively fur- 
nished apartments on the top floor, where 
she has lived alone. At Police Headquar- 
ters she said she was Thelma Paulson, 
30 years old, of 81 East 110th Street, but 
the police declare that this is the home of 
her mother. 

When confronted with evidence which 
the Headquarters detectives had been 
gathering for several weeks, the woman 
broke down and confessed, the police al- 
lege, and declared she stole the expensive 
linens from the St. Regis to furnish the 
apartments In the house which she leased. 

Although a woman of striking beauty, 
and apparently of refinement and cult- 
ure, she has successfully procured places 
as maid in the big hotels in this city—the 
St. Regis, Waldorf-Astoria, Vendome, 
Edgemere, and others. When making ap- 
plication for the places, the police say, 
she invariably gave as ‘reference Mrs. 
Caroline M. Flauer, who was no other 
than her own self, and said her own 
name was Thelma Paulson. 

Several weeks ago the management of 
the St. Regis Hotel learned that expen- 


;sive linens, including bed sheets, pillow 


slips, towels, &c., had been stolen. 
robbery was reported to the Detective 
Bureau. Thelma Paulson had obtained 
employment in the St. Regis last Decem- 
ber, remaining there a month. Although 
her stay was short she gained great favor 
with the management. Many believed she 
was a woman of position who had met 
with reverses and was compelled to earn 
her own living. The theft was discov- 
ered after she left. 

The hotel men steadfastly maintained 
that she was above suspicion, but the de- 
tectives learned that linens bearing the 
marks of big hotels were to be found in 
the apartment house at 225 West EHighty- 
third Street. They got-a warrant yester- 
day charging Thelma Paulson with re- 
ceiving stolen goods, and last night they 
went to the apartment house with Wili- 
jam H. Young, clerk of the St. Regis, 
and James Kennedy, the house detective. 

“Mrs. Caroline M. Flauer”’ in a dinner 
gown received the five men in her apart- 
ments. When told that she was sus- 
pected of having stolen linens from the 
St. Regis, she ordered them from the 
house. The detectives made a search and 
found linens bearing the name St. Regis 
and other hotels not only in her rooms, 
but all through the apartment house. 

Young and Kennedy of the St. Regis 
wer dumfounded when they gazed at 
the woman. At first glance they rec- 
ognized her as the St. Regis maid. Mrs. 
Fiauer, or Miss Paulson, was then ar- 
rested. She was taken to Police Head- 
quarters, and later to’the Mercer Street 
Station. In her handbag and on her the 
police found several diamond rings set 
| with pearls, a diamond brooch valued at 
| $1,000, and other expensive articles. In 
her handbag was a small chamois ba 
' containing several thousand dollars’ wort 
o a 

The prisoner declined to say how linens 
bearing marks other than that of the St. 
Regis happened to be in her house.

Hadley Wins Against Rogers in 
Missouri Supreme Court, 


MAY EVEN GET ROCKEFELLER 


Hearing Likely to be Resumed Here 
Now—Everybody Satisfied but 
Standard Oil.

ST. LOUIS, Feb. 26.—As the result of a 
decision rendered to-day by the Missouri 
Supreme Court it is believed by Attorney 
General Hadley that the New York Su- 
preme Court will order H. H. Rogers to 
answer certain questions put to him by 
Mr. Hadley at the recent oil hearings in 
New York City when Rogers declined to 
answer on advice of counsel. 

Judge Gildersleeve in ruling on Hadley’s 
application to force Rogers to answer in- 
timated broadly that he would follow the 
decision of the Missouri tribunal in the 
matter.

questions I put to him. Those questions 
referred to the stock ownership, and since 


that, Justice Gildersleeve will doubtless 
order Rogers to answer, not all, perhaps, 
but the most important of my questions,”’ 

Frank Hagerman, Missouri attorney for 
the Standard Oil Company, said: ‘‘ That 
decision suits everybody except the Stand- 
lard Oil Company.” 


Henry Wollman, New York counsel for 
Attorney General Hadley, received a tel- 
egram from his client yesterday, which 
een him that the Supreme Court of 
Missouri had rendered a favorable deci- 
sion in the matter of compelling recalci- 
trant witnesses to answer material ques- 
tions propounded to them in the action 
taken by Missouri to bar the Standard 
Oil Company and its offshoots from doing 
business within the limits of the State. 

When the details of the decision, as re- 
ceived by THe New YorRK TIMES, were 
shown him, Mr. Wollman was overjoyed. 
He said: 

“Tt not only means that H. H. Rogers 
will be compelled to reply to the ques- 
tions which he ‘declined to answer on 
| advice of counsel’ during the New York 
hearing, but that failure on the part of 
the foreign oil companies against whom 
the action is instituted to produce any 
witness wanted by the court will have 
the effect of canceling their right to do 
business in Missouri. 

‘“On the face of it, this would include 
John D. Rockefeller and every other wit- 
ness who has fled from the process of 
the law. I do not know whether Mr. 
Rockefeller is an officer of the Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana, which is one of 
the respondents in the suit instituted by} 
Missouri, but he is an officer of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey, 
which owns the stock of the former cor- 
poration. William Rockefeller is another 
witness we want badly, to say nothing of 
the lesser lights who are fugitives from 
our process servers. 

“The effect of the decision will be 
sweeping, as, indeed, it should. It is an

‘“‘Just as soon as I can secure the nec- 
essary order Attorney General Hadley will 
come to New York and the hearing will 
be recommenced in earnest. There are 
several witnesses under subpoena, in-| 
cluding William G. Rockefeller, son of | 
William and nephew of John D., 'who 
are still to be put on the stand. John D. 
Archbold is a nother big Standard Oil 
official we will hear from.”’ 


FIRE NEAR BIG HOTELS. 


Falling Embers First News of Blaze in 
Dr. Shiels’s House. 


Fire in the four-story house, 89 West 
| Thirty-fifth Street, occupied by Dr. 
zeorge Franklin Shiels and his family, 
caused much excitement in Broadway 
|} about 8 o’clock last evening and alarmed 
some of the patrons of the big apartment 
hotels near by. 

The Collingswood Hotel is one door west 
of the Shiels home and the Gregorian is 
directly across the street. A hundred 
yards further is the Garrick Theatre. The 
flames started on the fourth floor of the 
house, which is owned by Dr. W. T. Bull, 
and soon burned through the roof, rising 
high in the air. 

Occupants of the Collingswood looked 
down from their windows into the heart 
of the blaze. The management notified 
everybody in the hotel that there was a 
fire near by and many patrons left their 
rooms, carrying their valuables. There 
was less alarm at the Gregorian. Persons 
bound for the Garrick satisfied their curi- 
osity and then went in and took their 
seats.

Shiels, was dressing on the third 
floor when embers fell into the room from 
the ceiling. Mrs, Shiels ran upstairs and 
pane up some jewelry and silver plate.

HAMILTON, CLUB PRESIDENT. 


His Renomination Causes Dissension 
in the Albany Club.

ALBANY, Feb, 26.—Andrew F. Hamil- 


ton, who spent the “ Yellow Dog ’”’ fund of 
the big insurance companies, has been 
renominated for President of the Albany 
Club, which ranks second only to the 
Fort Orange Club in Albany. The mem- 
bership of the Albany Club includes many 
State officials and members of the Legis- 
lature. ‘‘ Judge’’ Hamilton has been its 
President for two years. 

His renomination has come as a shock 
to some of the members of the club and 
an opposition ticket for the election, which 
will be held early in March, is now being 


discussed. Some members are even threat- 
ening to withdraw in the event of Ham- 
iiton’s election. There has been dissen- 
sion in the organization for months past, 
and this incident comes as a climax. One 
of the members of the club asked a 
member of the Nominating Committee if 
there was an understanding that Hamil- 

|}ton was to come back. 
| “There is no understanding whatever 
on that point,’”’ was the reply. 
‘“‘Ah, I see,’’ the sarcastic member is 
j}said to have retorted. ‘‘ We are to be 
controlled for the next year by absent 
treatment.”’ 

Still another member with a sense of 
irony started the report that the Board of 
Governors of the club was considering 
giving up the present headquarters on 
State Street and establishing the club in 
the ‘‘ House of Mirth,”’ now vacant.

BRONX GETS CHEAPER GAS. 


State Commission Sets Eighty and 
Eighty-five-Cent Rates.

ALBANY, Feb. 26.—Bighty and eighty- 
five-cent gas for the Bronx was to-day 
ordered by the State Gas Commission, 
No time for the order to go into effect 
was announced, but probably will be 
May 1. 

The Northern Union Gas and the Cen- 
tral Union Gas Company are affected by 
the order. The eighty-cent rate is to pre- 
vail in all of the Bronx, except the Twen- 
ty-third Ward, where 85 cents is to be 
charged. The Northern Union Company 
supplies practically all of the Twenty- 
third Ward. 

When Gov. Higgins was asked if the 
order would in any way affect the pend- 
ing gas legislation, he replied: 

“I certainly would favor any just bill 
that would givo cheaper gas to the people 
of New York. I think the commission's 
orders show it was well satisfied that the 
rate charged 'n New York was too high. 
Its determination no doubt has been after 
careful consideration.” 


-BOATS CRASH ON MIMIC LAKE. 


Buster Brown’s Passengers Get a Scare 
at Sportsman’s. Show. 


The Buster Brown, the only public motor 
boat on the lake which adorns the Sports- 
men’s Show in Madison Square Garden, 
was taking its customary complement of 
twelve passengers, including several wo- 
men and children, around the island last 
night when, in running up the Twenty- 
seventh Street side, it banged into the 
stern of a Lozier demonstrating boat. The 
latter is a much larger craft than the Bus- 
ter Brown and has a torpedo stern. The 
sharp stern cut a deep hole in the prow of 
the Buster Brown below the water line, 


and as the water poured in there was 
momentary consternation among the pas- 
sengers. 

The water in the lake Is 4% feet deep, 
but there was no danger, for the distance 
to the island is small. The damaged boat 
was quickly pulled to shore and the pas- 
sengers jumped out in a hurry. The spec- 
tators in the galleries watched the hap- 
penings with lively interest. 

The Lozier boat was not damaged. The 
Buster Brown will be taken out to-day 
and repaired, 


NO $50,000 MAN IN SIGHT. 


But Some “$1,500 Men” Ask Governor 
for Supt. Hendricks’s Job.

Writes to Mitchell and Robbins 
Urging Further Efforts. 


THEY AGREE TO ACONFERENCE 


Mr. Roosevelt Does Not Refer to the 
Anthracite Situation, as That Is 
Not Acute at Present. 


President Roosevelt, who intervened in 
the anthracite coal strike of 1902 when it 
had reached the proportions of a public 
calamity, has started peace negotiations

John Mitchell, President of the United 
Mine Workers, «hich was received yester- 
day: 


“White House, Feb. 24, 1906. 

“Sir: I note with very great concern 
the failure in your late convention on the 
joint inter-State agreement to come to a 
basis of settlement of the bituminous 
mining scale of wages. You in this busi- 
ness have enjoyed a great industrial peace 
for many years, thanks to the joint trade 
agreement that has resulted in the action 
of your successive conventions. 

“A strike such as is threatened on 
April 1 is a menace to the peace, busi- 
ness, and general welfare of the country. 
I urge you to make a further effort to 
avert such a calamity. You and Mr. 
Robbins are joint Chairmen of the Trade 
Agreement Committee of the National 
Civic Federation, and it seems to me that 
this imposes an additional duty on you 
both and gives an additional reason why 
each of you should join in making a fur- 
ther effort. 

“Very respectfully, 
“ THEODORE ROOSEVELT." 


A similar letter was received by Francis 
L. Robbins, President of the Pittsburg 
Coal Company. Mr. Robbins came to this 
city yesterday and was accompanied to 
the Waldorf-Astoria by W. C. Perry, 
President of the Southwestern Ntuminous 
Coal Operators’ Association, and B. F. 
Busch, representing the Gould railroad 
interests and the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
Company. Mr. Perry's organization takes 
in Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma, Indian 
Territory, Arkansas, and Texas. 

They went into conference early in the 
day with President Mitchell and the fol- 
lowing officers of the United Mine Work- 
ers, representing the soft coal miners: 
William B. Wilson, National Secretary- 
Treasurer; Wellington O’Connor, Presi- 
dent of District No. 11, Terre Haute, Ind., 
Chairman of the Bituminous Mine Work- 
ers’ Scale Committee; W. D. Ryan, Sec- 
retary-Treasurer of District No. 2, Spring- 
field, Ohio; Herman Terry, President of 
District No. 12 of Illinois; W. H. Haskins, 
President of District No. 6, Columbus, 
Ohio, acia”epresentatives from the South- 
western districts. George W. Purcell of 
the Miners’ National Executive Commit- 
tee also attended the conference. 

Before the conference began Mr. Mitch- 
ell was asked whether Vice President 
Lewis was correct when he said, as re- 
ported in a dispatch from Indianapolis, 
that there would be no general strike. He 
said Lewis was right. Mr, Robbins at 
that hour did not talk of peace. He said 
he saw no hope of averting a strike on 
April 1. No meeting of the operators had 
been held. 

“TIT as Chairman would call such a 
meeting,”” he said, “if a proposition to 
accept the 1903-04 scale were made. Mr. 
Mitchell would have to refer it to the 
miners’ convention. It would not show 
that the soft-coal operators were willing 
to yleld, even if the miners were willing 
to accept this proposition.’’ 

President Mitchell returned from the 
conference in the afternoon and an- 
nounced at the Ashland House that he 
would have another conference with the 
soft-coal operators beginning at 5 P. M., 
after which he would make a statement. 
This conference was a long one. When 
Mr. Mitchell returned he read the letter 
from President Roosevelt, and sald: 

“There will be a joint National con- 
vention on March 15 in consequence of 
this letter. That is all I have to say at 
present. I shall probably remain in this 
city until the end of the week.” 

Mr. Mitchell would not say if the letter 
of President Roosevelt would mean peace 
in the soft coal districts. Neither would 
he say if it would affect negotiations in 
the anthracite districts. Nothing could 
be learned from Mr. Robbins as to the 
effect of, the letter on the minds of the 
operators. 

It is known that President Roosevelt 
has kept in touch with the situation in 
the soft coal fields and has watched mat- 
until a strike seemed inevitable. It 


seemed last night to be likely as a re-{ 
sult of his letter that an agreement will | 


be reached in the soft coal fields which 
will avert the threatened strike there. 
As to the negotiations with the anthra- 
cite operators, it was learned that the 
miners have been going slowly in pre- 
senting demands until it was seen wheth- 
er or not a soft-coal strike was inevitable. 
It was said at the offices of the anthra- 
cite coal Presidents that no communica- 


tion of any kind has yet been received | 


from President Mitchell, and no move 
will be made by them until they hear 
from him. 

It is believed that President Roosevelt 
did not refer to the anthracite situation 
because no demands have actually been 
made. No anthracite strike has yet been 
threatened and negotiations proper be- 
tween the anthracite miners and the oper- 
ators have been begun. 

It was said last night that the confer- 
ence between the soft-coal operators and 
the miners will continue this week and 
that they will meet on more cordial terms 
than before the negotiations started.

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HOUSE MEMBERS ANGRY

‘Inquiry Into Conditions at Big 
Navy Yards May Be Ordered. 


'CHARGE DIVERSION OF MONEY 


Appropriations Committee Unable to 
Learn Where Millions Went— 
Service Estimates Cut.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—One result of 
the complaints of the navy that Con- 
| gress is hampering its work is likely to 
| be a Congressional investigation of some

| Other results will be heavy cuts in ap- 
| propriations and a demand that they be 
| Spent for the specific purposes named in 
the bills. 

Members of the House Committees on 
Appropriations and Naval Affairs have 
been aroused to careful scrutiny of allow- 
ances for the service by the attempt of 
naval authorities to arouse public senti- 
ment against the parsimony of Congress. 
It is declared that the inquiry has shown 
that several millions appropriated last 
year cannot be accounted for. 

The story in THE Times to-day about 
the plaint of the navy against the paring 
down of estimates attracted much atten- 
tion in the House to-day. Members of the 
Appropriations and Naval Affairs Com- 
mittees expressed themselves with con- 
siderable force.

Folly to Array a Party Against It, 
Ex-CongressmaniSays. 


SAW RESULTS, HE REPORTS

Experiences at Panama Convince Him 
Bigelow’s Criticism Was Childish 
—Will Re-enter Politics. 


Ex-Congressman Francis Burton Harri- 
son returned to New York yesterday after 
a trip of six. weeks through Central 
America. One week of that time he 
spent in investigating the work of dig- 
ging the Panama Canal. He is convinced, 
he says, that the administration ought to 
be upheld in its task. He also says |! 
will re-enter politics, ‘‘if they don't keep 
me out.” 

*“*Can you be kept out?’’ he was asked. 

“TI can’t be kept out of politics, al- 
though I may be kept out of office,’’ he 
replied. ‘‘ i am going to stay in politics.”’ 

“As a Democrat in politics, did you 
find the officials engaged in the canal 
work willing to help you in getting at 
conditions of the work and things 
general there?” 

“They were eager to inform me,” he 
answered. ‘They seemed to have noth- 
ing to conceal, and they have the work 
accomplished to show for their 
efforts.”’ 

“* Did you find an esprit de corps among 
the officials in the canal work?”’ 

“I did among the higher officials,"’ he 
replied. ‘‘Mr. Stevens is working to 
establish it all along the line. With the 


minor officials, who are appointed by the 
civil service, there is little of the -spirit 
necessary for the right kind of work. 
They seem to fear that Washington will 
change the plans and change jobs. I 
think that the Canal Commissioners 
should be there on the ground. It would 
help a vast deal. Not all of them would 
be necessary—two or three might do. 
More work would be accomplished.”’ 

Mr. Harrison was asked if he approved 
.@f the plans for the building of the canal. 
*He is a Democrat, and the canal is the 
‘ehild of the present Administration. 


“Partisan Criticism Foolish. 


“TI think it would be folly,” he replied, 
“to array any party against such a work. 
Criticism might all right, but not as 
wartisan criticism. 

“*I believe the canal is being dug honest- 
ly, efficiently, and with. earnestness and 
‘intelligence. Any observant traveler could 


offer minor criticism as to what has been 
done and what has been left undone, but 
Wwe are not dealing with trivialities there. 
nor is the Canal Commission to be held 
accountable like the House Committee of 
@ social club. We are building a great 
canal, and it is going to be built. 

“There seems to have been an entire 
misapprehension in the public mind as to 
what is going on down there—a misap- 
prehension enhanced by the somewhat 
— criticisms of Mr. Poultney Bige- 
ow. 

“IT am convinced that at Panama our 
work will be done to the satisfaction of 
every one who will take the pains to un- 
derstand the effect of tropical climate on 
the laboring man. I do not mean to say 
that we have ideal labor conditions upon 
the zone—very far from it. I have a very 

oor opinion of the Jamaica negro as a 
aborer.’ 

The Jamaicans, Mr. Harrison said, pour 
in by the thousand to take canal jobs, 
which pay three times as much as they 
usually get. They are well housed, well 
paid, and well fed, and if one of them 
gets a headache he is placed tenderly in 
a hospital car, carried to a _ hospital, 
nursed by a white woman, and therefore 
spoiled forever as a laborer. 

Several hundred Spaniards brought into 
the Zone, he says, have, on the other 
hand, shown themselves capablevof good 
and intelligent work, while the American 
steam shovel he declares to be wizardlike 
in the work it does. 


Victory Over Disease. 

Of the 19,000 men at work whom Mr. 
Harrison observed in the zone, fully 
17,000 are clearing away the jungles, fill- 
ing in the pools, and building houses, and 
have already successfully fought the yel- 
low fever -nd the bubonic plague.

Miss White Telis Dressmakers’ Asso- 
clation Her Latest Remedy. 


Miss Elizabeth White of the Dressmak- 
ers’ Protective Association is generous. 
Yesterday she told the women who come 
from all over the country to learn the 
new styles at the Dressmakers’ Conven- 
tion how to make handsome gowns to 
put on thelr women customers, and then 
she told them how to make handsome 
women to put into the gowns. 

“You can’t be beautiful if you have a 
big double chin,” Miss White said. “It 
is not natural to have your face grow 
down into your chest. I can’t put a wo- 
man who hasn’t the figure she ought to 
have into a handsome gown without try- 
ing to do something for her; it goes 
against my conscience.

Ludwig Fulda, the German playwright, 
in a lecture on Schiller at the Horace 
Mann School, yesterday afternoon, bitter- 
ly assailed what he called the “ divine” 
pre-eminence accorded to women in the 
literature and art of the present day.

ALL RAILROAD BOARDS 


|Decide They Can’t Manage Roads 
and Act as Bankers, Too. 


«| IMITATION SEEMS UNLIKELY 


Disclosures in the Insurance Inquiry | 


Believed to Have Influenced 
Mr. Schiff’s Firm. 


Kuhn, Loeb & Co. announced yesterday 
the retirement of the members of their 
firm from all the railroads in which they 
have occupied places as Directors. These 
include the Baltimore and Ohio, the Chi- 
cago and Alton, the Denver and Rio 
Grande, the Northern Securities Com- 
pany, the Union Pacific, the Railroad Se- 
curities Company, the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company, and a lot of other com- 
panies subsidiary to one or another of 
these roads. The firm’s explanation of 
this action is contained in the following 
formal statement issued by them: 

“The reason for this step is the stead- 
ily increasing difficulty which the mem- 
bers of the firm have been experiencing 
in meeting the demands of their own 
business and at the same time giving the 
necessary time and attention to the per- 
formance of their duties as Directors of 
corporations.”’ 

The announcement aroused much inter- 
est in the financial district yesterday, 
and the probable action of other promi- 
nent banking houses which have been 
identified, as Kuhn, Loeb & Co. have 
been, with a number of railroad proper- 
ties, at once became a question, Inquiry 
developed the fact that there is no like- 
lihood of other prominent firms following 
the course which has been adopted by 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 

Those in a position to reflect correctly 
the views of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. said, in 
fuller explanation of the action taken by 
the firm, that the members of the firm 
had come to the conclusion that they 
could not satisfactorily act both as bank- 
ers and railroad managers, and that, hav- 
ing come to this decision, they merely 
followed the natural course in abandon- 
ing their railroad Directorships. The de- 
velopments in the insurance investigation 
which brought out clearly the anomalous 
position of those who acted as Directors 
of railroad corporations as well as part- 
ners in the firm which financed the re- 
quirements of these roads are believed to 
have been influential in shaping the 
course of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. in retiring 
from this dual r6le. 

The possibility of an inquiry into the 
affairs of the Union Pacific Railroad in 
the course of court proceedings which 
may result from the situation in the 
Illinois Central Railroad was suggested 
yesterday as a possible influence in deter- 
mining the action taken by the firm. It 
has for a long time handled the security 
issues of the Union Pacific system. It 
was denied, however, that this matter 
was in any way influential in the retire- 
ment of the members of the firm from 
railroad Directorates. 

Kuhn, Loeb & Co.'s action was the sub- 
ject of interested comment in the financial 
district. Prominent bankers who dis- 
cussed the matter took the view that 
the decision of the firm in this respect 
must be regarded as a matter personal 
to them and that there was no reason for 
believing that it indicated the beginning 
of a general movement among bankers to 
sever their connection with railroads. 
“Dummy” Directors, it was generally 
admitted, had been placed in a very un- 
enviable light by recent. disclosures of the 
methods of the large life insurance com- 
panies, and the opinion was expressed 
that bankers who found themselves too 
much occupled with their business to at- 
tend properly to the affairs of corpora- 
tions in which they were interested were 
following the best possible course in sever- 
ing their official connection with these 
corporations. 

For many years Kuhn, Loeb & Co. have 
been prominently identified with railroad 
financing. The firm has handled impor- 
tant bond and stock issues of a large 
number of roads, including the Pennsyl- 
vania and the Union Pacific as well as a 
number of the Gould roads. They have 
at times been placed in the position of 
acting as bankers for rival railroad sys- 
tems. This occurred when they were 
handling the Gould issues as well as the 
Pennsylvania issues when the Gould roads 


were seeking an entrance into the Penn- 
sylvania’s territory. Their connection with 
the Gould financing also became some- 
what anomalous, owing to the fact that 
the extension of the Gould system to the 
Pacific Coast was regarded with disfavor 
by the Union Pacific interests.

Wagner's Nibelunzen 
March was chosen as the fittest for the 
occasion. It lasted till Lexington Ave- 
nue had been crossed the second time, and 
then gave way to the American Republic 
March by Thiere.

The main floor of the Musical Mutual 
Protective Union's building is given up 
to. the ‘‘exchange”’ floor. It is just a 
miniature New York Stock Exchange in 
general appearance; musicians go there 
day to buy 
and sell musical talent. There is one con- 
spicuous and considerable difference be- 
tween the musicians’ exchange floor and 
a Stock Exchange floor—the musicians 
have a bar. It is an elaborate bar, some 
forty feet long, running along one side of 
the big room. 

On the fourth floor is a real theatre, 
with footlights and a complete set of 
scenery, and a tier of boxes around the 
balcony. Everything about it, except the 
scenery, is painted white. On top is a 
roof garden, also fitted with a stage. Be- 
neath the theatre is a dining room big 
enough to seat 200 at once. The front of 
thé building is of granite, into which are 
carved the words, ‘‘ Musical Mutual Pro- 
tective WUnion.’”’ The organization was 
formed in 1863, and it is Local No. 310 of 
the American Federation of Musicians. It 
is more than six times as large as any 
other musical union in the United States 
The work on the new building began in 
the Fall of 1904. The structure is worth 
$150,000.

Cholera Mixture Banished It from

Ghazee, from the Far East, reached her 
dock in Brooklyn yesterday morning. The 
Ghazee sailed from the Far East many 
weeks ago, with Capt. D. 8. Bailey in 
command. All went well until the ship

officers noticed that 
wrong with him. 

He was no longer the good-tempered 
chief who had brought the vessel through 
the Indian Ocean, the Suez Canal, and the 
Mediterranean. He grew suddenly de- 
pressed and morose. At Algiers he left 


the ship and went aboard a French mail | 
steamship sailing for Marseilles, at which 


point it had been expected he would take 
over the command of the Sikh, another 


steamship owned by his company. 

On the way across the Mediterranean he 
became violent, and, drawing a pistol, he 
began running about the deck firing into 
the air and cursing everybody he met. 
The passengers scurried below and hid in 
various parts of the ship while the offi- 
cers of the vessel tried to quiet the mad- 
man. They had almost surrounded him 
when with a shriek the skipper of the 
Ghazee mounted the rail and flung him- 
self into the sea. He never came up. 

The news reached Algiers a day before 
the Ghazee sailed for New York in com- 
mand of First Officer Cave. Like most 
vessels engaged in the Far Eastern trade, 
the crew of the Ghazee consists of Lascars 
and Chinese, and when they learned that 
the skipper had killed himself one of 
them—Wing Hoo, the boatswain—allowed 
his superstitions to get the best of him. 
Fe imagined that an evil spirit had gotten 
into him, and all the arguments the offi- 
cers could advance failed to convince him 
that he was in error. 

According to the others in the crew, 
Wing Hoo’s evil spirit took the form of a 
“stomach ache,” and if the tales they 
tell of poor Wing Hoo are true it must 
have been about the worst one that ever 
distracted a mortal +eing. One day the 

ain was so great that Wing Hoo pros- 
rated himself on the deck and imme- 
diately began to tie himself into a knot. 
It took nearly the whole crew to hold 
him, and when at last they had him on 
his back and the cook had pried his mouth 
open an officer poured some cholera 
mixture down his throat. That drove 
awa a evil pire. and Wing was 

ood the rest of the voyage. 

wP week later the Lascars and the Chi- 
nese fell out, and there was the liveliest 
kind of a fight, that required the com- 
bined efforts of all the officers to quiet. 
Then came the storm. The waves were 
so high and the winds so terrific that the
